These 
could be landed at Rushville within 
eight hours, The forces at Fort Robin- 
son could be placed in Rushville within five 
hours after hoisting their colors, and the 
treops from Niobrara could be in Rushville in 
about ten houra. The troops would have to 
wnarch from Rushville to the agency, a dis- 
tance of twenty-one miles. There are sixty 
Indian policemen at Fine Ridge Agency and 
about the same number at Rosebud. 

Gen. Brooks said that he received news of 
the killing of the four white men and two 
Indians at the beef camp known as 
Humphrey’s ranch, twenty-five miles uorth- 
west of Pine Ridge Agency. The news had 
been brought to the telegraph station by 
some squaw-meén, and had not been verified, 
so the General] seemed to think it had been a 
drunken row between cowboys and Indians. 
He still believes there could be no serious out- 
break of the red: men on the reservation. 


DER. M’GILLICUDDY FEARS TROUBLE. 


An Authority on Indian Affairs Thinks an 
Outbreak Is Certain. 

Guana, Neb., Pob. 4-—Dr. V. T. McGilli- 
euddy, formerly agent at Pine Ridge, one of 
the béxt informed men on the Sioux Indian . 
situation; submitted to.an interview this even- 
ingin which he gave causes which he de- 
clated would lead to the reds taking the war- 
path. The doctor says: 

The Messiah spirit is not dead and whites must 
not depend on the statoment that the Indians are 
considering the promise made by old Sitting Ball 
and the other medicine men who led the trouble 
two years ago. While thereis no open dancing 
there is a quiet discussion of the topic, and the 
fact that the vromise was that the Mes 
siah would eome after two springs, 
which would bring the time 1893, is 
being carefully kept in mind by the Indians. The 
government has recently paid the Indians at Pine 
Ridge $85,000, and this.is used as an argument 
that the Great Father fears his red sons, else why 
should he seek to buy them. 

The return from Camp Sheridan of Short Bull 
and Kicking Bear has added another disturbing 
element to the already deeply stirred state of 
affairs at Pine Ridge. These fellows are big 
men among the Brules, who are a turbulent 
lot. bard to keep in bounds, and who reaily do 
not belong on Pine Ridge. where they settled 
after the trouble up there in 1890. These fellows 
figure that the concessions which resulted in 
their being allowed to remain at the Ridge, in-. 
stead of being sent back to Rosebnd, is a sign that 
there they can secure greater favors by demand- 
ing them, and have leaders who carefully foster 
this idea. 

But the most significant thing of all is the fact . 
that there Nave been communications between the 
various Indian tribes of a secret and apparantly 
important nature during the summer. No Water 
was On a secret mission to the Crows, and old 
Red Cloud has just returned from Caspar, where 
he went in hopes of meeting a delegation of the

CAPTIVE MEXICAN GEN. URES SHOT. 


Yaqui Indians Cause the Execution of a 
High Officer at Guay mas. 
Pranix, Ariz., Feb. 4.—A telegram from 
Gdaymas, Mexico, announces the shooting by 
order of court-martial of Gen, Joaquin Ureés, 
Commander of the' Third Federal Zone. 
Monday last a band of Indians attacked the 
Hacienda Los Mercedes, belonging to Sefior 
Thai. They broke into-a field and drove 
away thirty head of cattle. As soon as the 
forces composed of Capt. LLuna’s Rurales 
ana Federal soldiers and some servants of 
the ranches could be got ready they started in 
pursuit of the Indians, The Indians proceed- 
ed slowly, satisfied perhaps that they were in 
sufficient ‘numbers to resist an attack, and 
wére soon overtaken by the advance. 
It is said. that Capt. Luna, as soon as he 
came in sight of the Indians, calculating their 
number and position, informed. the officer 


commending the Federals, asking his co- | 


operation to attack them and resoue the plun- 
der. The officer said: *‘I have no instruc. 
tions and do not wish to compromise my- 
se)f.” Capt. Luna|then asked for a detail of 
a men to look out for the horses, while he 
(Capt. Luna) with his rurales and the armed 
citizens attacked the Indians. The Federal 
officer refused, repeating “ E have no instruc- 
tions.”’ 

Capt. Lana then withdrew andthe Yaquis 
escaped. Upon the above’ statement Gen. 
Ufes, commander of the Federal troops, was 
court-martialed and immediately executed.

The old bell from its lofty eyrie in the 
belfry of Independence Hail has looked down 
on many stirring scenes in the struggle for 
the independence of the colonies. Before the 
| yawning fissure in its side silenced forever its 
voice its tones were wont to call together the 
citizens of the quaint old Quaker town. 
Sonorously did it **‘ Proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land unto all the inhabitants there- 
of”’ that memorable day of July when the 
independence of the American colonies was 
declared first. Until its usefulness was ter- 
_minated by the crack now observable it was 
| rung on every occasion of great public joy or 

sorrow. 

The present fissure in its side was first ob- 
served when the bell was tolled July 8, 1835, 
in memory of Chief Justice Marshall, who 
had died in the city two days before, and 
whose remains were then being conveyed to 
the wharf to be sent out of the city. 

The change in Independence Hall most in- 
timately connected with the Liberty Beil was 
made in 1749 by the erection of the tower on 
the south side of the main hall, This tower 
was “tocontain a staircase with a suitable 
place therein for hanging abell.’’ At the 
sessions of 1750-"51 the House adopted a reso- 
lution directing “that the Superintendent 
provide a bell of such weight and dimensions 
as they shall think suitable.”’ A few weeks 
afterward the following letter was sent, a 
documeng which may be considered as the 
first. ofthe papers erela to .the precious 
relic known as the “‘ Liberty Bell”:

LEGISLATION FOR CHICAGO AT SPRING- 


F ; 

Had the two delegations which went from 
Chicago to Springfield this week confined 
their efforts to reasonable demands for legis- 
lation m favor of the city they might have 
been successful. They asked for two amend- 
ments of the city charter—one giving the 
Council the right to establish gas and electric 
light plants and to regulate the price of gas 
and electric lighting to the people; the other 
enabling the Council to establish a telephone 
| exchange and to furnish telephone service at 
reasonable rates to the citizens. There is rea- 
sonable objection at this time to giving the 
city the power to establish a gas plant. The 
time is not far distant when nearly all the 
streets of the city will be lighted by electricity. 
To establish a gas plant at this time therefore 
would be a hazardous and expensive undertak- 
ing. Besides itis one on which the city has 
not the means to embark. It might be all 
right to give the Council the right to estab- 
lish an electrie lighting plant and to furnish 
electric lighting to private consumers, In- 
deed, the city has already established a series 
of electric lighting plants, and there ought to 
be no objection on the part of the Legislature 
to permitting the Council to utilize the exist- 
ing wires and those that are yet to be placed 
in providing electric lights at a moderate 
rate for the people along the thordughfares 
through which those wires are laid. Had the 


Council ‘only asked for that power from the 


Legislature there is little doubt it would have 
been granted, Nor would there be much objec- 


| tion either to giving the city the right to 


establish a municipal telephone, exchange.

As the City Council through its delegation 
asked for the amendment of the charter in 
one particular thera. was no reason why it 
should not ask for it in the other. Both 
amendments could be embodied in the same 
bill. The objection raised by Senators Allen 
and Salomon ‘to the’second améndment ia the 
Judiciary: committee Thursday was 
absurd. The incorporation of the amend- 
ments or of any number of them could not 
conflict withthe title of the measure, ard it is 
astonishing that Mr. Salomon, who is said to 
be a lawyer, should have made the ubjection. 
If the matters had been presented clearly and 
intelligently to the committee there is no 
doubt that the amendments, minus the gas 
plant feature; would have been adopted. 
There is-yet time to remedy the mistakes 
made. The May-Thiele bill increasing the 
charter powers of the Council in reference to 
electric lighting and telephone exchanges can 
be passeG this session if it is haniled prop- 
erly and skillfully in the Legislature. And 
there seems to be no objection to the passage 
of the bill permitting a two-mill tax for a 
period uf three years to enable the city to 
extend its electric lighting plants. It is 
probable, according to the reports from 
Springtield, that the latter bill will be re- 
ported out of the Senate committee next 
week. There is, of course, less chance for the 
passage of the bills giving the city the right 


telephones furhished by the quasi public cor- 
porations. Certain influences will be used to 
prevent the passege of both measures, and 
thie representatives of Chicago in the General 
Assembly may not be proof against them. 
Bat the municipal ‘authorities here ought to 
understand that if they attempt to crowd bills 
of doubtful utility and containing objectiona- 
ble features on the Legislature they can ob- 
tain no relief this session. 


THE APPOINTEES OF COUNTY 
SIONERS. 

One of the consequences of the majority 
given Cleveland in this city last November 
was the election of a Democratic County 
Board which replaced a Republican one. Its 
mem bets since coming into office have attend- 
ed to the raising of their own pay and have 
neglected pretty much everything else. It 
was not their fault that the insane asylum did 
not burn down last week.

It was impossible 
to sleep in any room of either the insane asylum 
ot the poorhouse. I got the Watchman at the 
pooriiouse and several men ‘from the insane 
asylum and we chased the men all ovet the 
grounds until we caught them. Some of them 


} Were easily captured, for they were so intoxicated | 


they could not stand upon their foet. I locked 
them all up a room in the asylum, and this 
morning [ put them all on the first train that 
came to the city. 

Such are the manners and customs and 
Playful ways of the persons selected by the 
Commissioners to watch over and care for the 
sick and the msare. They seem to need 
guards and watchers more than do the per- 
sons they dre paid to look after. These men 
were appointed, of course, to pay for election 
services, They had worked or pretended to 
work at the primaries or the polls, and that

THE (BoYs AT THE BRIDEWELL: 

At the last meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion a resolution was passed for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to codperate with the 
Council in considering the establishment of 6 
manual training school at the bridewell. This 
1s a revival of a nearly four-year-old idea. 
aes after Mr. Cregier was elected he called 

the atfention of the Council to the subject of 
the beys'who were confined at the bridewell, 
and.to the necessity of having them taught 
something there besides crime. The Alder- 
men né@wer took any interest in-the matter, 
and Mr; Cregier was too busy casting out good 
Republicans and putting in bad Democrats, 
and forgot all about the matter. 

It appears from the statement of the Super- 
intendent of the bridewell that there are 
locked uff there now seventy boys, the average 
term of imprisonment being about thirty. 
days. One of them, a veteran, has been there 
thirty times. Some are paying their first 
visit. Others are graduates who have returned 
to therr alma mater. Some of the prisoners 
_are guiity of trifling misdemeanots which at 
an earlier and perhaps 4 wiser day would have 
been punished with a spanking. Others, 
though young, are hardened offenders. It is 
impossible to separate the least criminal from 
the most criminal, and consequently the latter 
teach the former allthey know. This is about 
all the tutoring that goes on in the institution. 
The number of grown-up violators of the law 
who have learned their first lessons in this 
seminary is not small. As the brideweil re- 
forms no boys but makes them worse it is an 


‘exceedingly expensive institution. 


Somethmg more than a manual training 
school is needed for the buys at the bridewell. 
Some plan must be devised by which the 
vicious can|be separated from those who are 
not depraved, for boys pick up evil habits 
much more easily than men do. In the next 
place, as the law is now, the limit of time for 
which a boy is committed is six months and 
the average term of imprisonment is only one 
month. That period would in many cases be 
tvo brief for the boy to learn anything in. 
Certainly it would not be enough to teach him 
atrade. It has been suggested therefore that 
the law be amended so that the boys, especial- 
ly thosé who have no homes, may be kept 
long enough to learn the rudiments of atrade 
and be put on the road to self-support.

The only way to 
deal with such abuses as the one mentioned is 
to keep on hammering away until finally the 
people wake up and ask why something is not 
done, Cannot the board drop its “ mud pie”’ 
and other fads and make a persistent fight for 
the education of the boys in the  bridewell? 
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THE SUNDAY FAIR. RESOLUTIONS, 

Had it not been for the tact and patience of

ENDURANCE OF HEAT AND COLD. 

The Marquis de Nadaillac contributes to 
Science a statement of facts illustrating the 
exceptional faculties which enable man alone 
of all the mammals to battle with cold as 
with extreme heat. There is strong evidence 
that in the earliest times of which we have 
any knowledge both in Europe and Asia our 
species lived when large extents of both con- 
tinents were covered with ice, Later. the 
Aryan race, whatever may have been its birth- 
place, reached step by step to the Gangetic 
Peninsula, only eight degrees from the 
equator, and in the north reached to Iceland 
and Greenland, In his eventful journey 
across the mountains of Central Asia Prince 
Henry of Orleans had to support a cold of 40° 
below zero, with piercing orth winds, under 
which horses and camels died, while man re- 
sisted. The northern parts of America have 
known still more severe cold. Capt. Back 
reported 70° below at Fort Reliance; and at 
Capt. Dawson 
The Abbe

found 88° belowin April, 1882. 


Petitot g:ves us 40° below as the mean tem- 


perature of January at Fort Good Hope and 
43}<¢° below for February at Yukon, Alaska. 
At Yakoutsk the thermometer is as low at 49° 
below during the winter months, and this was 
long considered as the coldest town of the 
world, but it must yield to Vérboyanek,-a 
small Siberian town at the mouth of the Lena, 
where we find 67° below in January. And yet 
this ‘cold is far from being the moat 
severe suffered in those dreary regions. 
A Frenchman, Mr. Martin, recently 
dead, wrote to the Geographical Society 
of Pans that in 59° north latitude and 
132° east longitude, he experienced a cold of 
minus 63° Centigrade, which corresponds to 
816° below zero of the Fahrenheit scale. 
Lieut. Greely tells us that durimg his long 
stay at Discovery Bay the temperature never 
exceeded 50°, and was at one time as low as 
66° below. This difference ‘of temperature, 
supported in a few months’ time by the s«me 
men, is most remarkable. Hunger, dearth of 
provisions, incredible hardships, broke down 
those who had so bravely suffered extreme 
cold. Probably the greatest cold ever en- 
dured by a white man is that recorded by Mr, 
Gilder, a reporter whé accompanied the ex-

There is 
an additional ‘difference ’’ and avery wide 
one. Keeleyism not only “proposes to cure 
particular cases,” but actually cures ‘tens of 
thousands of drunkards per anntim,: while 
political prohibition cures none. Prohibition 
poses before the. public as “proposing ”’ to 
“remove the cause of the disease ” of aleo- 
holism, but it never has removed it anywhere. 
Its work is all froth and no substance. It has 
nothing to show for all its noisy politics ex- 
cept sound and fury that accomplish nothing 
practical. It resolves and re-resolves and that 
is the end of its good works. Diseases are 
not cured or prevented -by partisan resolutions 
nor by cranky fulminations. In the half 
dozen States dominated by prohibition 
laws of the bitterest and most inquisi- 
torial kina which can be invented by 
fanaticism political prohibition has not * re- 
moved the cause of the disease ’’ of alcoholism 
therein or made any approach to it, though 
such luws have existed in those States for 
many years—in ohe of them morethan forty. 
On the other hana, Keeleyism has removed 
within two years the catise of the disease in 
thousands of cases in each of those “ Dry” 
States. In Iowa, a prohibition State, Dr. 
Keeley has “removed the cause of the dis- 
ease" in fifteen hundred cases within eighteen 
months past, and is increasing this -rate of 
removing the cause of tne disease each suc- 
cessive month, 

The cause of (alcoholic) disease, all ex- 
perience shows, can not be’ **removed” by 
passing resolutions and running place-hunters 
for office or platforms of. froth and invective. 
The “Drys” would be puzzled to exhibit even 
one case of such disease removed by their 
method of dealing with dipsomania, while 
Keeleyism is removing the terrible disease at 
the rate of one thousand per. week. 

The “ Drys ” are wasting an immense amount 
of nerve force and energy in misdirected ef- 
forts. Their intentions may be good, but 
their work is abortive because they ignore the 
real cause, which is human appetite for alco- 
hol. They only make their fight against the 
vending places of stimulants, and do nothing 
to persuade their patrons to keep away from 
them. They have unwisely discarded «moral 


r suasion, which the old Washingtonians prac- 


ticed so successfully, and have resorted to po- 
litical prohibitaon of drinking places, leaving 
unmolested the thirsty appetites of millions 
seeking for the bewitching fluids at any cost 


s or trouble. Hence, they do not attack the 


cause of the disease, but waste their strength 
in vain partisan efforts to suppress the supply 
of the demand, forgetting, too, that the drink- 
ing masses are reinforced by half a million of 
confirmed drinkers from Europe every year. 
What the “‘ Drys”’ should do is ‘to become 
active allies of the Keeley-Murphy plan of 


| campaign against King Alcohol. They should 


be active missionaries in warning young men 
to avoid forming an alcoholic habit and 
women to avoid narcotics which destroy 
mind and body, They should help to gather 
up the slaves and wrecks of. alcohol and opium 
and place them in Keeley’s institutes to be 
treated and cured by his remarkable reme- 
dies. By these simple methods they would ac- 
complish incaleulably more practicable good. 
While reclaiming: and saving hundreds of 
thousands of male and female alcohol and 
opium-poisoned victims they would also by 
adopting the Murphy method of prévention, 
so much more effective than the pulitical one, 
thus save millions of young persons from be- 
coming drunkards and narcotic wrecks. 

Thousands can bé péFsuadéd to abstain vol- 
untarily from imbibing intoxicants and mor- 
phine ‘where tens cafnot be. made coinpul- 
sorily to do so by any constabulary means 
which political prohibitionists ever can ap- 
ply. While meral suasion alone was the 
method which Christ taught and practiced in 
reclaiming sinners from their besetments and 
evil ways, it does not seem to commend itself 
to professional prohibitionists because there 
is no politics or offices in it, and it makes no 
assault upon the great, patriotic Republican 
Union party which appears to be the special 
animosity of fanatical clergymen even where 
it has almost wrecked itself in the service of 
poiitical prohibition. 
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Tux State Auditor of Rhode Island reports 
through the Governor that the deposit#in in- 
stitutions of savings Nov. 17 last amounted to 
$69,907,000, being a gain of $3,630,835 during 
the preceding twelve: months. The namber 
of depositors on that date was 142,492, being 
an increase of 5,844 for the year. The deposits 
in trust companies (participation account) 
amounted to $7,732,857, being a gain of $952,- 
631. The total deposits in savings banks and 
trust companies were $77,639,849, and the in- 
crease of the year was 6.28 per cent. The total 
number of depositors was 146,995, being an in- 
crease of 4.69 per cent, while the inerease in 
population may be estimated at 2 per cent. 
The depositors average nearly two for every 
five persons in the State, and the average 
amountto the credit of eath depositor in- 
creased 11¢ per cent during the year. These 
figures cannot be looked upon as exponents 
of poverty in “Littles Rhody.’ Rather they 
are evidencés of great prosperity, which: other 
figures show to be the rule with the people of 
other States, though not in preeisely the same 


ratio. They tell of progress and prosperit;, 


not of poverty.

The City of Common People’s Homes, 

Philadelphia mainta ins her reputation of being 
the city of homes. During: the tive years ending 
Dec. 31, 1891, thers were erected there 24.173 more 
new buildings than in New York and 5,162 more 
than in New York, Roston, and Baltimore com- 
bined, This great lead was due in large part to 
the custom in Philadelpltia of building small 
houses fur one family ra than huge struct- 
ures of “ flat’ tenements... Witou we observe the 
cost of new buildings the story is a different one. 
The average cost or those erected last year in 
Philadelphia was $3,338, in Boston $6,548, and in 
New York $17,509.—-New York Worid. 

Another reason for the grea* cost of homes in 
New York as compared with Philadelphia is that 
the former is cribbed, cabinéd: and confined on 
a narrow island and so cramped for space that 
building lote have become 80 excessively dear 
that owners are compelled to erect high struct- 
ures and tenements are all taking on the form of 
flats, where familiés live perched over each other 
in a dozen-atory building. It is quite different 
across the Bast River in Brooklyn, where the 
average cost of homes is only five to six thousand 
dollars. Philadelphia isso situated that it can 
spread out im every direction from its center and 
therefore lotowners have no corner on private 
families of smail or moderate means. The same 
thing is truejof Chicago except eastward, where 
it is bounded by the inland sea, on which side 
building sites are very dear as compared with 
lots on the other three sides of the city.

ARRANGING FOR A CHORAL TRIUMPH. 
Great Things 


Expected of the Saengerfest 
at Cleveland. : 
Creverann, 0., Feb. 4.—| Special. ]—The 
German-Americans of this city are preparing 
for the great Saengerfest of the North Amer- 
can gerbund to be held here in July. 
Since the first German singing festival in this 
country in 1849 and the organization of the 
Saengerbund at Cincinnati in that year twen- 
ty-six Saengerfests have been held, the last 
being at New Orleans in 1890. The five soci- 
eties with their 118 singers of the first festival 
have grown with remarkable rapidity, and it 
is expected af least 120 societies and 3,600 
singe?s will participate in the coming one in 
this city. 
The city has granted the use’ of one-fourth 
of ; the public squate for a hall, and here a 
building nearly 200 feet square and almost 100 
feet from the ground at its highest point wil! 
be érected, It will cost $50,000 and seat over 
5,000 on the nd floor and 3,000 more in the 
galleries, besides the great stage for the im- 
mense choruses, which will in- a number of 
the performances exceed 3,000. Every street 
car line in the city passes within. 1,000 feet of 
the hall, and all the hotels and depots are con- 
venient. 
The great sizd of the stage makes it advisa- 
ble to banish the instruments from their usual 
place of prominence, where their masters 
giory in full dress and faultless manners, and 
the Bayreuth plan has been adopted, In that 
chief shrine of the Wagnerian opera the mu- 
sicians are placed’ in a deep well beneath the .

training under Edmund Kretchmer, the well- 
known cOmposer. Here he became a member 
of the Royal Saxouian Church Singers, as boy 
soprano,singing for over three years in the Cath- 
ohe Court church. He continued his musical 
studies under Capellmeister Karl Krebs. Then 
he went to Prague, the capital of Bohernia, ana 
entered the conservatory there. He subse- 
quently joined the Mansfeldt ofchestra, which 
had its headquarters in Dresden. During the 
following season Mr. Ring traveled over all 
portions of Germany and Belgium, visiting all 
the large cities and ig pee in the concerts 
given by the orchestra. years 1885 and 1886 
were spent in England. He moved to Berlin 
during the latter part of 1886. While in Ber- 
lin he received an offer to become a member 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, which he 
accepted, first ing foot on American soil 
in March, 1887. Sle was engaged the next 
yeaf to conduct the Cleveland Philharmonic 
Orchestra, and he arrived in this city in Sep- 
tember, 1888.. Since he has taken charge of 
the orchestra here it has increased from fifty 
to seventy in membership and made remark- 
able progress in skill power, 

One of the notable . customs of the Sanger- 
fest in recent years has been to give a prize 
for the best -tusical composition composed 
for the on. Anumber of months ago 
com posérs throughout the world received an 
invitation to use their talent for this purpose 
and $1,000 was offered asthe prize. Prof. 
Emil Ring, Prof. Xavier Scharwenka of New 
York, and. Arthur Classen of Brooklyn were 
chosen a committee to examine the scores, and 
they.united upon a cantata by M,. Heinrich 
Toellner of New York as the most meritorious. 
Mr. Toelltier was for many years conductor of 
the German Liederkranz of that city, and his 
production is entitled ** The New World.” 


Performance of “The New World.” 


It provides for adouble chorus, baritone 
and soprano solos, and orchestra. The words 
have been translated into English by Mrs. 
Capt. Bohm of this city, and, with a piano 
score by Prof, Ring, the work is distributed 
to the various societies 1n ery form. It 
will. be sung by a chorus of 3,500 on the night 
of July 12, and its rendition is looked forward 
toas the notable eventof the week. Word 
has been received from a number of German 
musicians of Berlin and other cities that they 
wili vieit the Séugerfest. 

Besides the great choruses a large number 
of eminent soloists will be engaged for the six 
concerts which comprise the festival, begin- 
ning the night of July 11. The prima donna 
will be Miss Amelia Louise Groli, a former 
Cieveland girl who, under the stage name of 
Rita Elandi, has ‘been winning laurels on the 
European operatic stage. e is at present 
singing at the Theater Politeamo in Palermo, 
where she has a season snenepeent. She has 
sung with signal success in Paris, Madrid, and 
Rome, and in the winter of 1890—’91 was 
the prima donna of the Carl Rosa Opera com- 
pany in London, Last winter, as prima don- 
na in-the Lage Italian Opera company, she 
scored a remarkable triumph im the English 
metropolis, singing the leading réle in “* Cavel- 
leria: Rusticana’”’ before Queen Victoria, it 
being. the first time her Majesty had heard 
Italian opera in thirty years.

Death or Surrénder Gives Victory. 
Victory is obtained by the death of either 
champion, or by his yielding and pronouncimg 
the “* horrible word of craven; a word of dis- 
grace and obloguy rather than of any deter- 
minate me ,’ By so yielding, the van- 
quished champion became infamous, and was 
condemned not to be atcounted liber et le- 
galis homa; “ bemg'supposed by the event to 
be proved foresworn, and therefore never to 
be put upon a jury or admitted as a witness in 
any cause.”’ : 
‘*Trial by battel’”’ might also be demanded 
at the elechhon of the appellée in either an ap- 
eal or an approvement on the criminal side. 
Equal solemnity was maintained and observed, 
but the parties had to fight im their proper 
persons. The piea was * not guilty,”’ and the 
oath was “‘ vastly more solemn and striking.”’ 
If the appellee were so far vanquished that 
he sould not or would not fight any longer 
he was adjudged to be han im mediately ;
